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WILMINGTON - The town 
experienced a major victory in 
the latest battle within the war 
against the New England 
Transrail (NET) proposal. The 
three-member Surface 
Transportation Board (STB) 
voted unanimously to dismiss 
NET’s petition, because it 
found that the project differs 
substantially from. what was 
initially presented to the STB. 

“The project, as evolved, is 
significantly different that 
what had been evaluated,” STB 
Chairman Roger Nober said 
just before voting commenced. 

The STB did not discuss or 
rule on the merits of the pro- 
posal, issuing a dismissal with- 
out prejudice, which enables 
NET to re-file at a later date. 
Should NET choose to re-file, 
however, the entire process will 
begin anew. 

NET has applied for a federal 
exemption through STB, which 
would override all local and 
state opposition. The proposed 
reload facility to be construct- 


Kara's Angels live on

WILMINGTON Mother’s 
Day 2005 will mark the fifth 
anniversary of a community 
event that will forever live in 
the hearts and minds of ‘the 
thousands of people involved. 
It was on Mother's Day in 2000 
that a total of 2,801 people came 
out for what became one of, if 
not the, single biggest bone 
marrow donor drives to ever 
take place, Each one of those 
2,801 people donated a vial of 
blood for testing and it was all 
to benefit Wilmington’s Kara 
Irving. ° 


Kara was 19 years old at the 
time and was battling Acute 
Myelogenous Leukemia (AML). 
She contracted AML as a direct 
result of treatments adminis- 
tered several years earlier to 
combat Ewing’s Sarcoma, a 
rare form of childhood cancer. 

In addition to the blood sam- 
ples, more than $61,000 was 
raised through raffles, dona- 
tions, and fundraising activities 
to defray hospital costs and the 
costs associated with donor 
testing. A bike-a-thon with 72 
participants rode from Medford 
to Wilmington, raising $23,000. 
Bicyelists crossed a finish line 
marked by an enormous flag 
held aloft by ladders extended 
from Wilmington and 
Burlington fire engines. 

“T’m overwhelmed with every- 
one’s generosity,” Kara told the 
‘Town Crier during the event. 

A suitable donor did not exist 


in the bone marrow registry at 
the time of Kara’s diagnosis. 
She underwent chemotherapy 
to temporarily hold the disease 
at bay until an appropriate 
donor could be identified. 
Angel Pins, designed by Kara, 
were assembled and sold dur-

ing the fundraiser, contributing 
$1,000 to the cause. 

According to Tom Convery, 
who helped organize the event, 


the donor drive was scheduled 
to begin at 9:00 a.m., but they 
ended up opening the doors at 
7:45 a.m. to meet demand. By 
2:30 p.m. the medical staff had 
run out of vials and someone 
had to be sent for more.

“WILMINGTON - The annual 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day will be held 
this Saturday, May 7 at the 
West Intermediate School on 
Carter Lane from 9:00 a.m. to 
2:00 p.m. 

With proof of residency, 
Wilmington residents will 
have the opportunity to rid 
their homes, garages, and 
basements of dozens of com- 
mon household items not easi- 
ly disposed of. Town officials 


To reach us 
Call: 978-658-2346 
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ask that residents pay strict 
attention to the items listed 
and not to bring items accept- 
ed in the weekly curbside col- 
lections. Latex paint cans, for 
instance, are not considered a 
hazardous waste and may be 
disposed of with household 
trash. Simply remove the 
cover from the latex paint can 
to allow it to dry and harden 
before putting it in the trash. 

"The town pays an outside 
contractor to properly dispose 
of the items collected during 
the Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day and we 
don’t want to have to pay for 
things that are not considered 
hazardous," said Don 
Onusseit, Superintendent of 
the Department of Public 
Works. 

More than 700 cars showed 
up with items to be disposed of 
during last year’s collection 
day, resulting in a cost to the 


Town of close to $100,000 
Despite such a daunting fig- 
ure, Wilmington residents will 
still be able to participate in 
this year’s collection without 
paying a fee. 

Do not bring empty 
trash barrels or containers, 
latex paint, commercial or 
industrial waste, radioactive 
waste, smoke detectors, infec- 
tious & biological wastes, 
ammunition, fireworks, explo- 
sives, fire extinguishers, pre- 
scription medications, or 
syringes. 

The site of the collec- 
tions was moved to the West 
Intermediate for the first time 
last year due to a conflicting 
event at the Swain School. 
The collections went so 
smoothly at the West interme- 
diate that it has become the 
regular site.

moved to action, even some of 
its youngest members. 

The bike-a-thon was lead by 
Alicin Ross, who was five years 
old, Alicin suffered a nasty fall 
during the trip, but got right 
back on her bike and finished 
the course for Kara. 

Alex O'Reilly, just 6 years old 
at the time, heard about the 
event and-wanted to give blood 
for testing. Though she wasn't 
allowed to give blood, Alex was 
determined to help and she had 
a plan. For her upcoming 
birthday, Alex requested that, 
in lieu of gifts for her, donations 
be sent to Kara. Word of such 
a selfless act made by such a 
young child made its way to 
Kara. At the donor drive, Kara 
sought Alex out and gave her a 
very special little bear. 

In June of 2000, Kara entered 
Children’s Hospital in Boston 
and successfully received a 
bone marrow transplant. She 
spent nearly 10 weeks in the 
hospital including a week’s 
worth of pre-transplant treat- 
ment 

Despite the love of an entire 
community and an indomitable 
will, Kara Irving succumbed a 
year later at the age of 20 in 
June of 2001. 

The spirit of Kara lives on in 
many ways, not the least of 
which is the presence of 2,801 
potential bone marrow donors 
that continue to be listed on the 
HLA Registry.- So far, 31 of 
those potential donors have 
been identified as a match and 
at least 1 of those individuals 
has participated in a successful 
bone marrow transplant. 

The HLA Registry is now a 
worldwide organization boast- 
ing 5.5 million potential donors, 
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ed on the contaminated Olin 
Chemical site at 51 Eames 
Street, would transload various 
materials, including construc- 
tion debris, contaminated soils, 
liquid chemicals, newsprint, 
non-hazardous waste, and 
other products, from trucks to 
rail road cars. The facility 
would include grinding and 
processing activities. 

Roughly 400 truck trips per 
day may be generated by the 
facility, depending on the suc- 
cess of the business, and one 
train with roughly 25 cars 
would likely run per day on a 
six day per week schedule. 

“Needless to say, we are very 
pleased that the (STB) voted to 
dismiss the Petition for 
Exemption of (NET),” said 
Wilmington Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis. “According to the 
Board, the applicant's chang- 
ing submissions undermined 
the basis of that conditional 
exemption, exactly as we had 
argued.” 

In a 16-page brief filed with 
the STB in January, DeRensis 
argued that NET has substan- 
tially modified its proposal 
after a draft environmental 
assessment had been issued. 

“Thanks to the wonderful 
assistance of Representative 
(James) Miceli, to whom the 
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community is surely indebted 
for his help on this,” DeRensis 
said. “Our idea to challenge 
NET’s inclusion of a solid 
waste facility as a ‘railroading’ 
got fire and we were joined 
with numerous allies who 
picked up our idea and devel- 
oped it further than the town 
could by itself.” 

Miceli has been working all of 
his political connections in 
Washington D.C. to push for a 
local hearing before any final 
decision is made on the matter. 
His lobbying paid off, as at 
least one member of the STB 
reflected on the potential of a 
local hearing to address the 
“great local concern” engen- 
dered by the proposal. 

Miceli was buoyed by the 
STB’s decision. 

“If we get a local hearing, we 
should be able to convince any 
board once and for all,” Miceli 
said. “We would make a day of 
it touring the site and showing 
the history of the site.” 

Miceli also opened his arms 
to an unexpected ally in the 
National Solid Waste 
Management Association 
(NSWMA). 

NSWMA has indeed proven to 
be a committed asset in the

Registry makes outreach to 


parents of teen drivers 


In an effort to further reduce 
the staggering number of motor 
vehicle accidents involving 
operators aged 16-18 the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles 
today announced that they 
would be mailing out brochures 
to the parents of teen drivers, 
which explain the special 
restrictions that apply to opera- 
tors under the age of 18. 

Within days of receiving their 
license the parent or guardian 
of a junior operator will receive 
a packet from the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles which includes 
a brochure which outlines acci- 
dent rates for young drivers as 
well as the two most important 
components of the Junior 
Operator Law; the passenger 
and time restrictions. 

“One of the most common 
complaints I have heard is that 
the parents did not know about 
the passenger or time restric-

The passenger restriction, 
which was designed to keep 
young drivers from getting dis- 
tracted by having friends in the 
car, prohibits a. junior operator 
from operating a motor vehicle 
within the first 6 months after 
receiving their license while 
any passenger under the age of 
18 is in the vehicle (other than 
siblings) unless: 

*They are accompanied by a 
person who is at least 21 years 
old

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Smooth negotiations 


Hats off to Tewksbury officials for their recent negotiations with 
CR Bard Company. 

Between the months of August and December of 2004, Tewksbury 
had been dealing with elevated levels of perchlorate in its water 
supply, forcing a public health warning to sub-populations poten- 
tially affected by the chemical. Tewksbury, which pulls its public 
twater from the Merrimack River, opened up the well-water at 
Tewksbury State Hospital to the general public. All of Tewksbury’s 
festaurants began cooking with bottled water. Tewksbury’s public 
Schools also began purchasing spring water for cooking and for 
student consumption. 

Meanwhile, the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) urged the town to dilute its water with water 
teres from a neighboring community to bring the perchlorate 

below the DEP’s recommended threshold. Tewksbury Town 
Manager David Cressman and the Board of Selectmen unani- 
mously agreed that diluting the water was not the solution. They 
insisted that DEP track the source of the problem. 

In November, it was determined that Bard, a manufacturer of 
Medical devices was the culprit. 

Here’s where things get a little bit tricky. 

* Could the town have brought suit against Bard and won ten times 
the figure accepted through negotiation? 

Possibly, but not likely. 

Perchlorate is not a federally regulated substance and Bard was 
discharging their waste water into Billerica’s treatment plant in 
full compliance the industrial pre-treatment permit that was 
issued to them. Their actions did not violate any existing regula- 
tions and were done without malice. 

“DEP spokesperson, Ed Coletta summed it all up back in 
November. 

_ "There are currently no guidelines on the books about discharg- 
ing perchlorate into a sanitary sewer system," said Coletta. "This 
really is a brand new chemical to the scientific community and it 
is'still being evaluated." 

A suit against Bard would have resulted in a long drawn-out 
process with questionable chances of eventual success. As the 
aero goes, only the attorneys would have gotten rich.

Jerry Selissen for his proactive ‘approach to the entire situation. 
Unwilling to wait for DEP to track the source, he took matters into 
‘his own hands: 

Tyyhen ff becaite objvious'that thd perchlorate was originating 
from.Billerica’s waste water treatment plant, he appeared before 
the Billerica selectmen suggesting the a task force be formed to 
investigate the problem. He did so in a spirit of cooperation, as 

to confrontation, and received unanimous support from 
Billerica’s selectmen. 
Bard was identified 3 or 4 days later. Coincidence?

Shawsheen drafting students 
excel on co-op 


Wilmington residents have the right stuff 


BILLERICA - Keith 
MacFadgen didn’t need any 
persuading when the subject 
of hiring students from 
‘Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School’s cooperative 
education program to help he 
and his colleagues at BTU 
International in Billerica 
came up. 

According to its website, 
BTU International is the lead- 
ing supplier of thermal pro- 
‘essing solutions to global 
‘@ectronics and materials 
“‘iharkets, BTU provides prod- 
‘Ucts and support to diverse 

ets such as PCB 
“Assembly and Semiconductor 
ging, as well as 
vanced Materials markets, 
= include thick film, elec- 
tronic component, ceramics 
@nd metals processing appli- 
Cations. 

‘In addition, the company 
‘manufactures custom systems 
for specific customer applica- 
tions, typically requiring high 
‘temperatures and _ precise 
atmosphere control. 

MacFadgen is a 1979 gradu- 
‘ate of Greater Lowell Tech in 
“Tyngsboro and didn’t hesitate 
to.let Shawsheen seniors Sheri 
Hampshire and Ashley Robar 
through the doors. 

"Fortunately," said 
MacFadgen, a senior mechan- 


ical designer who supervises 
the Shawsheen students, "they 
were already familiar with 
the CAD (Computer Aided 
Design) software that we use 
here. They picked up every- 
thing fairly quickly and could 
already do a lot of the basics. 
It didn’t take long." 

"BTU is very happy," said 
Ray Callahan, who teaches 
drafting at Shawsheen. "We’re 
one of a few schools that offer 
certifications in Drafting and 
Design. Our students get a 
five-year certification and 
you're not going to find that in 
too many other places. You’re 
not going to find high school 
students being trained at that 
level. BTU actually came to 
Shawsheen for something 
else, but they were over- 
whelmed when they saw what 
the. school has to offer and 
what the students were learn- 


ing. 
Hampshire and Robar, both 
Wilmington residents, deal 
with Engineering Change 
Orders (ECOs) ‘ frequently 
during their time at BTU, 
which generally consists of 
six-hour days, every other 
week. Much of the work done 
by the girls has helped BTU 
sell its products international- 
ly, most recently in China. 
The girls, who started their 


co-op work in June of 2004, 
also spend plenty of time 
doing drawings or "detailing" 
and entering information into 
the company’s computer data- 
base. 


_ "They're basically support- 
ing the engineers," said Peter 
Quirk, Shawsheen’s _place- 
ment counselor for the coop- 
erative education program. 

"I try to tell the younger stu- 
dents, when you become a 
drafter, you make decisions," 
added Callahan. "You need to 
be able to communicate effec- 
tively with people, you’re not 
designing Tonka Toys.” 

Robar said that she and 
Hampshire are often asked to 
meet deadlines with their 
work. 

"I never thought I'd be 
doing this, but I love it actual- 
ly," said Robar.."We play a.big 
part and we're learning a lot 
too. I can’t wait to get to work 
each day." 

MacFadgen admits with a 
laugh that Hampshire and 
Robar have become so adept 
at their tasks at BTU that he 
often can’t move fast enough 
to keep them busy. 

"Sometimes, they get done 
before I do,” he said. "It’s kind 
of nice. They do a very good 
job and I think they have the 
potential to do even more."

Steve Changaris, Manager of 
the NSWMA’s_ Northeast 
Region, categorized the STB’s 
decision as a positive develop- 
ment. NSWMA, like DeRensis, 
has argued that NET’s intent to 
process waste on the site is not 
integral to a rail carrier opera- 
tion. Such processing of waste 
should be subject to local and 
state regulations and should 
not be included in any STB fed- 
eral exemption. 

“This is the second time we've 
put that issue in front of the

Inserting ear tubes may 
reduce the risk of ear infection, 
restore hearing loss due to mid- 
dle ear fluid build-up, improve 
speech problems and balance, 
while also improving behavior 
and sleep problems that are the 
result of chronic ear infections.

Consultation with an oto- 
laryngologist concerning ear 
tubes may be warranted if you or 
your child has experienced 
repeated or severe ear infec- 

tions, ear infections that are not 


resolved with antibiotics, hear- 
ing loss due to fluid in the middle 
ear, barotrauma, or have an an- 
atomic abnormality that inhibits 
the drainage of the middle ear.

Frank Miller’s adult-ori- 
ented, dark comic series 
comes to life in vivid, 
engrossing form on the big 
screen thanks to his director- 
ial collaboration with Robert 
Rodriguez and special guest 
director Quentin Tarrantino. 

The highly-anticipated 
release of the comic-come-to- 
life explodes onto the scene 
with all the shady dealings 
and back-alley action that 
fans of Miller’s series have 
come to love.

his villainous role).

He seems 
comfortable in this role, and 
it may be a precursor to him 
taking on the role of John 
McClane again this fall when 
shooting on ‘Die Hard 4’ 
reportedly begins.

couldn’t understand why there 
wasn’t much interest. But then 
someone told me, ‘Peter, no one 
is interested in the realist paint- 
ings, when they just use a cam- 
era and come up with the same 
result. That's when I began 
looking at other forms of 
expression.” 

When he left art school, Max 
became interested innew trends 
in commercial illustration and 
graphic arts, from America as 
well as Europe and Japan. He 
decided to try his hand at it and 
won awards for album covers 
and book jackets, which com- 
bined his own brand of realism 
with graphic art techniques. 

Max admired the work of 
contemporary photographers 
such as Bert Stern, Richard 
Avedon, and Irving Penn, which 
led him to delve into a photo 
collage period, in which he cap- 
tured the psychedelic era of the 
mid ‘60s. 

As the decade progressed, 
the photo collages would blend 
into his "Cosmic '60s" style, 
with its distinctive line work

and bold color combinations, 
inspired by his love of all things 
celestial. 

This new style came about as 
a spontaneous creative urge, fol- 
lowing a meeting he had with 
Swami Satchidananda, an 
Indian Yoga master who taught 
him meditation and the spiritu- 
al teachings of the East. 

Max's Cosmic ‘60s art, with 
its transcendental imagery cap- 
tured the imagination of an 
entire generation and catapult- 
ed the young artist to fame and 
fortune. The young artist, 
whose father once wept when he 
heard his son was pursuing a 
career in art because he 
thought he could never make a 
living at it, was suddenly on 
numerous magazine covers, 
including Life Magazine, and 
appeared on national TV. Max's 
visual imprint on the '60s has 
often been compared to the 
influence the Beatles had with 
their music 

In the 1970s, Max gave up his 
commercial pursuits and disap- 
peared into retreat to begin 
painting in earnest. He 
immersed himself in his art for 
several years, and was induced 
to come out of retreat on occa- 
sion through special commis- 
sions by the Federal govern- 
ment agencies: the U.S. Border 
murals, the first 10¢ U.S. 
postage stamp, and projects for 
the Federal Energy 
Commission. 

On July 4, 1976, Max created 
a special installation and art 
book, Peter Max Paints 
America, to commemorate 
America's bicentennial. It was 
the year Max also began his 
annual July 4th tradition of 
painting the Statue of Liberty. 
In 1982, Max painted six 
Liberties on the White House 
lawn, and then personally 
helped to actualize the statue's 
restoration, which was complet- 
ed in 1986. 

According to Max, he began 
a series of works called the 
Better World series, and created 
a painting called "I love the 
World," depicting an angel 
embracing the planet, inspired 
by his backstage experience at 
the Live Aid concert. 

In 1989, for the 20th anniver- 
sary of Woodstock, Max was
